SIXTY YEARS AGO 


ON THIS DATE 


Island Flag Hauled Down and the 


Union Jack Raised in 


Its Place, 


Sixty years ago today Hawaii was in possession of Great 


Britain in the person of Lord Paulet, commander of the "Carvsfort/' 
though the kingdom was afterwards returned to Kamehameba; and 
in the same year, November, 1843, England and France agreed never 
to again molest the island kingdom. 


According to Alexander's History the British frigate "Carys- 


fort," commanded by Lord 0eorge Paulet, arrived at Honolulu Feb- 
ruary 10, 1843, and showed displeasure by withholding her usual 
salutes. 
The king was sent for by Lord Paulet's request and 


arrived from Lahaina on the 16th. 
Lord Paulet made a number of 


unreasonable demands, first that an attachment laid on the property 
of .Charlton the former British ambassador, be removed, second 
that Simpson be recognized as British consul, and that no British 
subject should be put in irons unless for a felony. 
It was further 


demanded that all disputes between British subjects and others be 
referred to mixed juries, half of whom should be British subjects. 
•The next morning the frigate was cleared for action and prepara- 
tions for war made. 
Thereupon the king informed Lord Paulet 


that ambassadors had been sent to England with a view to settling 
the difficulties then, existing, and offered to comply with the demands 
under protest, and appeal to the British government for justice. 


On the 25th day of February, 1843, upon the advice of Dr. Judd, 


the Hawaiian'Islands were 'ceded to England, provisionally, the 
king having refused to cede his kingdom to France and England 
jointly, until the troubles Vere settled. 


After the cession the king read a brief address to his people, 


of which the following translation is taken from Alexander's His- 
tory: 


"Where are you, chiefs, people, and commons from my ances- 


tors, and people from foreign lands: Hear ve: I make known to 
yon that I am in perplexity by reason of .difficulties into which I 
have been brought without cause; therefore I have given away the 
life of our land; hear ye! But my rule over yon, my people, and 
your privileges will continue, for I have hope that the life of the 
land will be restored when my conduct shall be justified."

July 25th, who restored Kamehameha III. On the 31st there was 
a public restoration in Thomas' Square, and a few months after- 
wards* the formal recognition of Hawaiian independence was made. 
This was done in a formal note to Kamenameha from England and 
France of "which the following is a copy: 


"Declaration: Her Majesty the Queen of Great Britain and 


Iceland and His Majesty the King of the French, taking into con- 
«tderation the existence hi the Sandwich Islands of a government 
capable of providing for the regularity of its relations with foreign 
nations, have thought it right to engage reciprocally to consider the 
Sandwich Islands a» an independent state and never to take pos- 
«ession either directly or under the title of a protectorate or under 
any other form, of any part of the territory of which they are com- 
posed.

"The undersigned, her Britannic Majesty's Principal Secretary 


of State for Foreign Affairs and the Ambassador -Extraordinary of 
His Majesty the King of the French, at the Court of London, being 
furnished with'the necessary powers hereby declare in consequence 
that their said Majesties take reciprocally that engagement. 


"In witness whereof the undersigned have signed the present 


declaration and have affixed thereto the seals of their arms.

Senator Kaiue objected to a transla- 


tion of each of these notices of inten- 
tion to introduce bills, as he said it was 
a watte of time, and asked that there be 
a translation only when the bill was 
read. He said that only one senator 
could not understand English, and that 
if he wished the notices translated, tb* 
Interpreter wou,ld do It for him.

•Senator Achi gave notice of an act 
"relating to members of the Board of 
Health -and amending tbe same."

Be, it enacted by the Legislature of 


the Territory of Hawaii: 


Section 1. At all elections which 
shall be held for the purpose of electing 
any. director or .directors, trustee or 
trustees of any corporation organized 
or existing under the laws of this Ter- 
ritory, such election and elections, in 
order to Isure its or their validity shall 
be held as follows, and not otherwise, 
that is to say; 


Sec. S. There must be a majority oi 
the subscribed shares of the capital 
stock of such corporation {If It be a 
corporation which has Issued or pro- 
poses to issue capital stock), or, in t the 
case of a corporation which' has no 
capital stock, there must be a majority 
of the members thereof, represented 
either in person or by proxies In writ- 
Ing, which proxies must be filed with 
the secretary, and shall be 'open to 
.ftxamlnaUon and objection by any and 
an persons rightfully attending such 
meeting. Every person acting therein 
(in person or by proxy or representa- 
tive) must be a member thereof, or a 
bdna" fide stockholder having stock- 
thereof in his own name on tbe Stock 
books of ~the corporation, at least five 
days prior 'to the election. Any elec- 
tion had other than 19 accordance with 
the provisions of this act is voidable 
at the Instance of uny stockholder or 
member, and may l» set aside upon 
petition to any court' of competent 
jurisdiction. Any regular or called 
meeting of the stockholders or mem- 
bers may adjourn from day to day, 
or from time te time, If, for any 
reason, there is not present or repre- 
sented; a majority of the subscribed 
stock or member*, or no electlori~hadr, 
-aaeh- adjournment and the reasons 
therefor being recored in the journal 
of the proceedings of the hoard of di- 
rectors. 


Sec. i All elections shall be by bal- 


lot, and every stockholder shall be 
entitled to vote In person or by proxy 
the number of shares standing in his 
name, as provided by Section 2 of this 
act, for as many persons as there are 
directors to be elected, or to cumulate 
such shares and give one candidate as 
many votes as the number of directors 
multiplied by the number of his shares 
of stock shall equal, or" to distribute 
them on the same principle among as 
many candidates as he shall see fit 
En corporations' having no capital 
stock, each member of the corporation 
may cast as many votes for one direct- 
or as there are directors to be elected, 
or may distribute the same among any 
or all of the candidates. In either case, 
the directors receiving the highest 
number of votes shall ' be declared 
elected. 


Senator Isenberg jokingly moved 


that the bill b* laid upon the table, 
which brought a warm outburst from 
HeCandless.
